The Georgia Western Ralliroad. 


The active agitation of the Georgia West- 
ern Railroad matter will, we trust, result in 
the inmmiediace beginning of this great Atlanta 
enterprise. We have arrived at a crisis in 
the career of our city, where the exercise of 
encrey and liberality is necessary to rivet the 
wonderful progress of the place, or else we 
must halt in our growth. The matter rests 
wilh ws, 
Atlanta owes her rapid growth to her rail- 
way facilities, to Ler being the center of a 
railway system embracing Alabama, South 
Oarvlina, Florida and Georgia. She has 
been the great distiibuting point for these 
States. Her prosperity hes amazed all by 
the rapidity and steadiness of ils increuse, 
and it is largely due to this fact of her being 
so important a distributing point. And this 
fact is due to another fact that cannot last, 
viz: that the State Road has been the great 
trunk line to the Great West. 
Already this latter state of things is seri- 
ously altered. New and competing lines are 
opened, and being opened up of communica- 
tion with the coast and the West, diverting 
trace and travel from Atlanta. Much of the 
trade in Alabama and Southwestern Georgia 
is already diverted from us by the road from 
Seln:ato Montgomery. Railroads are building 
that will put Nashville 159 miles nearer to 
Montgomery by Decatur than by Atlanta— 
from Nashville to Eufaula 150 milw nearer 
by Decatur th: n by Atlanta; from Nashville 
to Columbus 82 miles nearer by Decatur than 
Atlanta; from Eastport to Columbus 208 
miles nearer by the North and South Road 
than by Atlanta, etc. The same short routes 
will carry the trade from Knoxville and 
Chattanooga to Alab.ma and Southwestern 
and Southern Georgia instead of through 
Atlanta. 3 

In the East the Blue Ridge and Clayton 
and Athens roads will, when completed, put 
Augusta and Charleston nearer to Knoxville 
by those routes than by Atlanta, diverting an 
enormous trade that now goes to Carolina and 
East Georgia through Atlanta.

Pianter’s Work. 


Our venerable newspaper farmer, “Father, 
Clisby,” the a-ricultural amateur of the Ma- 
con Telegraph, has a good article of advice 
to the farmers. We trust that brother 
Thompson cf the Savannah News will in- 
dulge in no irreverent comments on it, as to 
how much grass with mud roots a French- 
man can cat. 

IIe says, put your fences in order, provide 
good tools, get your avimals in condition, and 
hire your labor. The grand question is, to 
then pitch your crop. He remarks on this 
point: 

In deciding this, despite the hue and cry to 
the contrary, you must be guided by circum- 
stances. If corn is cheap and abundant, and 
cotton bears remunerative prices, plant more 
largelv of the latter, for it will pay best. If, 
however, provisions rule high and the staple 
is low, pursue the opposite course. In view 
of the vigissitudes of ‘the western harvest, 
nevertheléss, it is safest always to lay down 
a sufficient breadth in smal! grain and the 
ccreals to supply the wants of the plantation. 

As to meat, raise only what can be locked 
up. Land must be economized by resting 
and rotating crops. Till frequently and 
thoroughly. 

If you bave not enough barn-yard ma- 
nure buy pure guano, ground bones, or the 
South Carolina phosphates, making the latter 
soluble with sulphuric acid and ammonia. 
The following is the plan of working 
recommended : 

Select, soy fifty or ouc Lundred acres of 
lereziand, according as your means will war- 
rant, and divide the area by cross fences into 
equal parts. In one plant corn, and in the 
o her cotton. Wo the corn apply cotton sced 
ut the rate of twenty bushels per acre, sown 
in the drill, and covered’ with the 
plow during the winter months to pre- 
vent sprouting. In the other plat, after 
deep and tho ough plowing and pulverizing, 
open drills With a long scovter, three and a 
half feet apart, and sprinkle the Eureka Fer- 
tilizer, Wando, Etiwan, Watson & Clark, 
Pendicton’s Guano Compound, Soluble Pa- 
cific, E. F. Coe’s Phosphate, or any other 
fertilizer of assured value, into the furrow, 
at the rate of two hundred pounds per acre. 
Then cover immediately, and bed up as 
usual with the plow. This should not be 
done until seed time, so that the grass and 
weeds may not get the start of the crop and 
subtract from the value of the manure, besides 
greatly increasing tie difficulty of cultivation. 
The following year the guanoed land 
should be followed with corn in rotation, and 
again manured with cotton seed as before; 
the corn plat, after receiving the same dress- 
ing of phosphate, (to-wit, 200 pound per acre) 
being planted in turn, with cotton. 

This system, pursued for five years upon 
level land which dovs not wash, will bring it 
to a state of the highest fértility, and perma- 
nently improve the soil. Every planter who, 
with the aid of his sturdy boys, can cultivate 
such a patch, will find that the profit real- 
ized exceeds three times the area turned over 
to the freedmen in his employment. In- 
deed, we see no other method of preserving 
the agricultural status and wealth of the 
country.
